He stated that Kiro Topeev, the father of the murdered student, Stevo, 
was a tavern keeper prio: to Yorld War IT and had exploited the poor 
peoples MOVEOVER s that Tushe Jarmov, the father of Georgi Jarmavy, was @ 
factory owner prior to Werld War TT and had expicited his workers. He 
futher stated that Dr. Velev was now exploiting the poor people and was 
earming 50,000 dinars per month from their misery.
